STATE FEDERATION. 

There was a large and representa- 
live gathering of club women in 
Sorerville Friday for the midwinter 
meeting of the State Federation. The 
Quircy clivs were represented by 
deiegates as well several club 
members. 

The morning was given over to 
business ds was also the early after- 
noon and the. session closed with two 
addresses, Mr. Charles Stelzle speak- 
ing “on “Elements of Social Unrest” 
and Dr. Stanton Coit on “Economic 
Environment as a Factor in Race De- 
velopment.” 

Both speakers received close atten- 
tion. Mr. Stelzle said in part: 

“Religion today # vitally concerned 
with the fundamental questions of so- 
cia! righteousness, industrial equity, 
political and commercial honesty and 
honor and economic justice. Great 
movements, essentially religious, for 
the establishment of these ends are 
sweeping over the land. But the 
church, as an ecclesiastical body, i 
out of touch with these movements. 
| She speaks timidly upon such mat- 
ters, if at all,” said Bishop Williams 
of Detroit, In a recent magazine ar- 
ticle. “The great movements of re- 
form and reconstruction are seeking 
a home and centre about which they 
may organize and unify themselves. 
And there is none other like 
ehurch, if the church will only take 
them. This much is certain; if that 
reconciliation is to be affected the 
church cannot make religion, cannot 
shrink it into the old, convenient and 
conventional type, cannot crowd it 
back again into the old doctrinal and 
ecclesiastical forms. Religion made 
the church in the first place and it 
must remake it today—remake it in- 
to the natural and hospitable home 
of all that is best and highest in our 
modern life and world.” 


as 


In 1800 seven persons out of every 
hundred in the United States were 
members of the Protestant church; in 
1850 fifteen out of every hundred; in 
1870 seventeen out of every hundred; 
in 1880 twenty out of every hundred; 
}in 1890 twenty-two out of every hun- 
dred; in 1900 twenty-four out of every 
hundred; and in 1910 there were also 
twenty-four out of every hundred. 
From 1900 to 1910 the population of 
the United States increased 21 per 
cent; during the same period the 
Protestant Church membership also 
increased 21 per cent. It is quite ap- 
parent, therefore, that for ten years 
the church has remained practically 
The church is undoubt- 
edly losing its grip in many of the 
larger cities of this country. 

The need today is for emphasis 
upon the social message of the gos- 
pel. We must be true to the old, but 
we must accept the new. The social 
gospel is not the namby-pamby thing 
‘that some men make it out to be. It 
means blood and sweat; it means 
sacrifice and suffering. We have 
been emphasizing the importance of 
individual salvation; it is time that 
we talked more about social salva- 
jtion. Someone should start a cru- 
| sade with the slogan—"\ He that saveth 

{his life shall Jose it.” Somebody said 
| to Wilberforce one day—“How is it 
pment your soul?” and thé great man 
replied, “I've -been so busy trying to 
‘help ‘these poor slaves that I forgot 
I. had a ‘soul.” 
' This’ must be the spirit not only of 
the individual in the church, but the 
i church itself. The church is simply 
a2 means to an end and not an end 
in itself. ye must talk less about 
building up the church and more 
@bout building up the people. When 
the church is ready to sacrifice itself 
then it will make good with the peo- 
ple.

AMAZING BOMB 


PLOTS EXPOSED 


‘Anarchists “Planned General 


Reign of Terror In New York 
SLEUTH GAINS INNER CIRCLE 


Becomes Acquainted With Design to 
Kill Carnegie, the Rockefellers and 
Other Rich Men, and Loot Banks— 
Attempt to Blow Up St. Patrick's 
Cathedral Is Thwarted 


New York, March 3 —An attempt 
to blow up St. Patrick’s cathedral 
with a bomb and the arrest of two 


men by detectives who had been in- 
formed for months of their activities, 
was followed by an announcement 
made at police headquarters that the 
arrests had balked an anarchistic plot 
to kill Andrew Carnegie, John D. 
Rockefeller, John D. Rocketeller, 
Jr., and other wealthy men, with 
bombs. 

Thereafter the anarchists, accord- 
ing to the police, were to inaugurate 
in New York city a reign of terror 
comparable only to the days of the 
French revolution. 

{t was part of the plot, the police 
assert, for gangs of men armed with 
ritles and revolvers to appear simul- 
taneously in various parts of the city 
to shoot and to pillage; the bigges: 
banks of New York city were to be 
blown up with bombs, and Many 
wealthy men were to be slain. ‘Th2 
wrecking of the cathedral was to b2 
the signal for beginning the elaborat2 
program, the police assert. 

The next move, according to th? 
police, was to place bombs in the 
homes of Andrew Carnegie, the 
Rockefellers and Cornelius Vanderbilt. 
So tar had the plot towards this en: 
progressed, according to the police. 
that the manufacture of the bombs had 
already been started. 

With the capitalists named and oth- 
ers disposed of, the anarchists 
planned, according to the police, to 
invade the financial district and lay 
their bombs in the city’s biggest 
banks. Thereafter, the police de- 
clare, the general program of lootinz 
was to be inaugurated. 

For months a central office detect- 
ive who, according to the police, hel 
worked in the inner circle of the an- 
archists, kept the detective bureau 
advised of al] the plans and actions 
of the alleged conspirators. This de- 
tective, Frank Baldo, assisted in the 
manufacture of the bomb with whica 
the attempt was made to blow up the 
cathedral. 

The detective accompanied the 
bomb-thrower to the edifice, and sat 
with him while he lighted the bom» 
and hurled it at the altar. 

Immediately the cathedral, in which 
800 persons sat at worship, became 
alive with detectives, whose presence 
had been unsuspected by the bomb- 
thrower. Baldo, sitting beside him. 
placed him under arrest; detectives 
sitting in the pew behind dashed into 
the aisle and stamped ot the splut- 
tering fuse. The congregation scarce- 
ly realized what had happened when 
it was all over, and there was no 
panic. 

At police he2dqvarters the allege’ 
bomb-thrower said he was Frani 
Abarno, a lithograrher, 24 years old. 
Soon after he was taken to he :dquar- 
ters, detectives, acting upon informa- 
tion given them by Ba'do, arrested 
Charles Carbone, 18 years old, and 
charged him with complicity in th» 
plot and with seyisting to make the 
bomb. 

When Abarno Pe eee the cathedra! 
door, his bomb in a package hidde» 
under his coat, and Baldo at his side, 
he walked onto a stage whose every 
setting had been placed thee by de- 
tectives. ‘T'wo secrub-women on thetr 
knees in the vestibule through which 
he passed were in reality central of- 
tice detectives. The priest who met 
them at the door and took them to a 
seat down near the front of the church 
and close to the altar was a sergeant 
of police. 

Just behind Abarno there entered 
the church, quite casually, two more 
detectives, who followed the pseudo- 
priest and took seats at his bidding 
in the pew behind. It was these men 
who saved the cathedral from dam- 
age by beating out the fire on the 
tuse. 

Abarnos realized for the first time 
the identity of his companion a mo- 
ment after he had lighted the fuse on 
the bomb which he carried under his 
coat. Almost before the missile hada 
left his hand, to lie for a moment on 
the carpet at the foot of the altar, 
Baldo pinioned Abarno’s arms behind 
him, calmly told him that he was un- 
der arrest_and started to leave the 
church. Abarno, amazed, permitted 


| himself to be handcuffed to his captor 


without resistance and walked méekly 
flown the aisle, detectives leading and 
following. 

Baldo had lived with the alleged 
anarchists since last December. He 
had obtained Abarno’s complete con- 
fidence and had discussed with him 
and others, the police assert, the de- 
tails of the wide-spread plot. 

From Baldo the police learned that 
the anarchists’ plans were to be de- 
veloped in separate phases by groups 
cf two and three men working to- 
gether. Detectives were assigned to 
watch these groups, and two men 
from central office were shadowing 
Carbone wher he was arrested.

morning issue an article by a Mr. 
Sexe calling the attention of the peo- 
ple to the fact that they could save 
from 10 per cent to 15 per cent on 
plumbing. A careful perusal of that 
article would show that. any saving’ 
that was to be made must come 


through the contractor, not through ‘as a substitute, but 


the jobber or material man, as one 
might be led to believe. However, 


Without dashing cotd water on any 
worthy project, I want to go on 
record as ‘saying that at this time 
plumbing material is no cheaper than 
it Was a year ago, or some time pre- 
vious to that date, nor is there any 
likelihood of its being cheaper. 

The present metal market is very 
firm and, as metal enters into the 
production of practically everything 
we use, namely lead, zinc, copper, 
irou, ete... ‘the tendency would be to- 
ward) /ayf advance in manufactured 
matérial father than a ‘reduction. 
Conditions on the other side of the 
water have Created a’ great demand 
for metals and at this time vince, one 
of the constituent parts of every 
manufactured piece.of brass, has 
reached a stage where it is higher 
than at any time in its history. In 
consequence of this, brass pipe has 
advanced, brass fittings have ad- 
vanced, galvanized iron sheets «which 
are coated with molten zinc) as well 
as galvanized iron. pipe haye advanced 
sharply. Within the last week the 
iron market has begun to show a little 
more activity and wrought iron pipe 
has advanced. But the only thing I can 
eite which has shown any reduction 
at all is the bath tub and on this ar- 
ticle there has been a reduction of 
practically one dollar which now en- 
ables a person to get a guaranteed 
tub for practically the same price. as 
a non-guaranteed or competition tub. 
It should ‘be borne in mind that this 
reduction was not: made owing to any 
change in the metal market but sole- 
ly to try and eradicate the non- 
guaranteed tub from the market.

‘o obtain the white crockery tanks 
which everyone so much admires, for 
oractically the same price as the bet- 
er grade of lined wooden tanks. I 
night go on indefinitely and enumer-

is limited. To my mind the oppor- 
tunity of which people should avail 
themselves at this time is the fact 
that men, who are ordinarily busy, 
now have more personal time to de- 
vote to the deiai] of their work, and 
that. they may secure the services of 
vetter. mechanics .at this time when 
there is a surplus of men idle than 
they would at a busy time when al! 
building enerations are active arid 
contractors.are working under high 
pressure with a deficit of good me 
chanies. 

I can only add in ctosing that, if 
anyone is working under the delu 
sion that manufacturers in this line 
of bnsiness-are. handing out their ma 
terial or merchandise at greatly re 
dneed prices they should hecome bet 
ter acquainted with the facts tha! 
they may not be led into a misunder- 
standing of the present business con- 
dition. At this peried of the year 
business is no different, in my esti 
mation, than it has been, eyery year 
in this locality at this time and it 
is barely possible that people might 
he able to secure a sharper competi- 
tive price than they would later in 
the season. However, they should 
weigh carefully the question of cheap- 
er or inferior goods and poor work- 
manship to offset the variance in 
figeres which is brought about by 
sharp competitive bidding.

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OLDEST ENGLISH 
HOUSE INU. S. 


Dwelling in Vir nla Was Erec- 
fed in-1640: 


Very few houses bullt now will be 
ling centuries ‘hence, as does our 
coldest English house described in the 
Marblehead Messenger as follows: 
“Data duly recorded in the records 
of Princess Anne County, Virginia 
show that the main portion of an ol¢ 
house was erected in 1640 by Adam 
Thoronghgood. Adam did such a 
“thorough good” job that not a brick 
hes been loosened by the elements 
in that stout old wall since it was 
boilt 273 years ago. It is without 
the oldest house of English 
construction in America. The builder 
came to America in the year 1626 
nineteen years after Jamestown was 
founded. He was an _ influential 
man, both in England and in America 
and was granted lerge tracts of jand 
cn the southern shore of Chesapeake 
Bay, and this old house is on a por- 
tion of the original grant from the 
English king. Loopholes in the end 
walls and dormer windows in the 
roof enabled the occupants to ob- 
serve the approach of individuals with 
hostile intent, and the thick walls 
afforded protection from attacks.”

THE RAILWAY LABORATORY. 


Its Purpose Is To Promote Safety 
And Efficiency. 


An interesting but inconspicuous 
adjunct of some railroads today is the 
railroad laboratory. Generally tucked 
awey amid grimy shop buildings with- 
out any external evidence of its char- 
or purpose, the railroad labora- 
tory nevertheless performs a most 
useful function, ever growing more 
important as the railroad practices 
economy and at the same time seeks 
to give safe and proper service. 

While not all railroads have as yet 
edopted the practice of maintaining 
their own laboratories, the New Hav- 
en for some years has possessed such 
en institution, completely equipped 
for making both chemical and physi- 
ca! tests and manned by a staff of ex- 
pert chemists and physicists, gradu- 
aies of the leading technical schools 
of the country. This laboratory is lo- 
cated near its shops at New Haven. 

An idea of the scope of the New Ha- 
ven's laboratory may be gained from 
the fact that the milk and ice cream 
served in the dining cars are tested 
here, as well as the steel from which 
axles, wheels and cars are made, the 
air brake hose so vita! to safety, the 
coa! consumed in the locomotives, and 
the creosoted ties under the rails, to 
mention only a few of the things tes- 
ted. 

About 10,000 tests were made in a 
year of this laboratory’s operations. 
They ran all the way from pencils to 
locomotive piston rods, from milk to 
paint.. Being both a physical and a 
chemical laboratory, an iron bar can 
be tested in it for its tensile power 
and drinking water for its impurities. 
The safety principle may be involved 
in both. 

Many millions of dollars’ worth of 
supplies are bought in a year by a rail- 
road like the New Haven. Not only 
is it of the highest importance from 
the viewpoint of safety that many of 
these materials should be up to the 
standard dictaied by safety, but it is} 
also essential, particularly in these} 
hard times, that the railroad should be} 
sure that it is getting the most value 
for its money.

The first person to buy, a woman, 
gave a bill of-large denomination, In, 
the considerable change she received 
Was the extra dime. She took her 
(bundle in one hand and stuffing the 
\change into her pocketbaok with the 
other hurriedly left. the store. 

A man came next, who laid down a 
half, dollar for a 10-cent cigar. Five 
dimes were his change. He counted 
them ‘surely enough, but. seeing” the 
clerk engaged in’ other work, walked 
away without further words. 

These two customers had _ been 
waiched by the merchant himself, who 
Was not visible. Neither of the next, 
two customers were careful enough to 
examine the change, and they went 
away without knowing they were 
honestly dishonest. 

The fifth, however, a woman, coynt- 
ed her changé as carefully as though 
she were often cheated, and perceiy- 
ing the unexpected dime made ,her 
exit guickly.

The merchant was personally ac- 
quainted with each of his customers.

Not Wholly Pleasant 


Seth Eldricge of 456 Quincy avenue 
has returned from an adventurous 
trip to Engiand. Mr. Eldridge landed 
in Liverpool on Christmas eve, passed 
through London the following noon, 
and arrived in ‘Portsmouth at- night- 
fall intending to cross the channel 
to the Isle of Wight. 

Owing to the unrest caused by tite 
Zeppelin raids, however, ferry  ser- 
vice had ceased at sunset. Conse- 
suently the young artist was forced 
to remain in a ¢hilly hostelry over 
night and te rub elbows with the 
jritish troops and their reveling 
camp followers. 

‘Eldridge fovnd his first hospitality 
when he errived the next morning at 
the country house of his cousin. Here 
he was entertained royally for three 
weeks after which he returned to 
London and remained with his uncle, 
who is president of the American so- 
eliety of London.

Two or three Sundays ago [ was 
valking along Washington street, 
iown at the Point. Among many oth- 
*r cars that were moving along sen- 
ibly and quietly there came alone 
me that was going very fast and very { 
1oisily. The driver was a harum- 
scarum young chap, with his cap cn 
1ind side afore, which pretty trick is 
inown to add several miles io the 
speed. 

His car had a particularly loud and 
ffensive cut-out, which he used con- 
inuously block after block, as long 
s he was in sight, with no possible 
urpose except to make a conspicu- 
us nuisance of himself. 


A week or so tater I met the same

| THE QDOR OF COOKING. 
fs Should Be Carefully Banished From 
the House or Apartment. 

Cooking in the small apartment is 
apt to be attended by various odors, | 
| which, however savory to a before 
dinner hunger, are not as pleasant 
| afterward, Everybody knows the dis- 
| tressing smell which greets the nostrils 
when one steps into an entrance hall } 
not sufficiently aired and eloquent of 
| the culinary department in the base- 
| ment just below. No odor of cooking 
| should greet the fastidious guest in a 
private home, or even in an apartment 
, which claims to be of the exclusive 
class. 

A simple and agreeable deodorizer 
may be made of a handful of cloves, 
‘allowed to scorch with bits of orange 
peel upon a tin plate in the oven. ‘Lhis 
mixture Mnparts a fragrance not un- 
‘like that of carnations, and scattered 
' about the rooms it will completely de- 
stroy the.odor of cooking vegetables or 
roasting meats. 

In rooms where much smoking is 
done the windows should be kept open 
an inch at the top, as the cigar and 
cigarette smoke is'drawn toward such 
‘an opening and will pass out instead 
“of lingering in hangings and draperies. 
| Always air a room heavy with tobacco 
j smoke from both the top and bottom 
i of the windows, and if possible keep 
in such a room a few growing plants,

odor without any harm to themselves.

Patching Stockings. 
Darning stockings often becomes a 
{problem when holes are large, and 
| especially when one’s eyesight has to 
| be regarded. Better patch them. Here 
| is an easy way to do it. 
| Place over the darning egg a piece of 
a discarded stocking, hold firm with 
your left hand; now slip the torn stock- 
ing over this, let the weave of the 
| stocking run in same direction as the 
part you hold over the wooden egg, cut 
| the raw edges from the hole and sew 
to the covered egg. 
Use silk, as this does not cut the 
weave. 
Now remove, turn and trim away the 
pateh all but one-half to one inch. 
Slip over the darning egg again and 
sew the edges firmly to the stocking. 
A little pressing will finish this other- 
wise tedious job. This patch will not 
hurt a tender foot and if well matched 
in color will not be noticed.

the appointing of a committee of the| 
parish to confer with the Planning | 
Board and streét railway in relation 
to the movement was one of the im- 
portant actions taken at the annual 
meeting of the First church parish 
Monday’ evening. 

Other important matters*acted upon 
were the authorizing of the parish as- 
sessors to publish a year book ior 
distribution among the people of the 
parish containing the annual reports 
of fhe allied societies and other 
church news, and the appointing of a 
committee to revise the by-laws witb 
a view of eliminating the by-laws 
established in 1858 hereby it was pro- 
vided that in order to be a voting 
member at the parish meeting one 
must sign the roll book and deposit 
$1.50. 

The reports of the various allied 
societies were most *‘encouraging 
showing renewed activity all along 
the line, and that the church interes‘ 
is growing rapidly. Most encourag 
ing also was the report of the pew 
committee which in -effect was tha‘ 
there were many applications for sit 
tings but a limited supply of desirable 
seats, 

Hon. Russell A. Sears. was the mod 
erator and the first business was the 
reports of the parish committee and 
treasurer, The report of the parish 
committee showed that the several 
endowment funds amounted to 
$28,432.73 and they recommended an 
appropriation of $6,500 for the cur- 
rent year. 

The report of the treasurer showed 
the receipts from all sources to have 
been §7,410 and the expenditures 
$7,389.2G, 

George E. Pfaffmann for the trust- 
ees reported the. income from _ the 
Adams fund amounted to $1,000 and 
that there had been no change in the 
investment of the fund. 

Arthur W. Hali, in charge of the 
ushers reported that the number of 
available seats for strangers was very 
limited. ‘He also spoke of the loy- 
alty of the young men who had of- 
ficiated as ushers during the past 
year, They had always been ready 
and willing when called upon to of- 
ficiate. These young men were giv- 
en a vote of thanks. 

Miss Packard gave a most inter- 
esting report of the work of the 
Suncay school, which she said was in 
a flourishing condition. During the 
past year the school had been graded 
into six groups, according to ages, and 
there were eighteen classes and nine- 
teen teachers, and 150 pupils. She 
outlined in detail the work that had 
been accomplished by the Sunday 
school during the past year, the 
course of study -that had been 
carried through, and of the assist- 
ance that had been given the school 
by the executive committee, Charles 
H. Johnson, Henry R. Holden and 
Mrs. A. Isabelle Davis. She also 
said that there would be an. exhibi- 
tion of the school work later in the 
season.

Priests Harshly Treated 

New Orleans, March 9.—More than 
100 refugees arrived here on the 
steamship Texas from Vera Cruz. 
Nearly all were from Mexico City, 
where they fied. i 

In the party were six nuns and eight 
priests. These were met by Rt. Rev. 
Jose Mora del Rio, archbishop ot 
Mexico, who reached here with a 
party of churchmen several days ago. 
All fied without baggage, and say 
they are thankful they escaped with 
their lives. : 

The archbishop gave out this story 
of the nuns and priests: 

“Kvery priest in Mexico City and 
surrounding territory has been ex- 
pelled or put in, prison. Net a church 
or institution remains open, and near- 
ly all have been sacked or. desecratedvt 
Our priests have been robbbed and at 
the point of guns driven from their 
sanctuaries. 

“Phe soldiers left nothing of yalue. 
These sisters and nuns are homeless 
and made their way. to Vera Cruz with 
the greatest hardships. . They feel 
that they would be sealing the death 
warrant to those still in Mexico if they 
went into details of the horrors that 
our men and women have been sub- 
jeeted to.” 

Felix .Lacunas, reported to be:a 
prominent, once wealthy American, 
who also arrived on the Texas; says: 

“We left Mexico. City. eight days 
ag0, when the city. was in the throes 
of a veritable reign of terror.

“During the last fifty years one de- 
fective couple and its numerous pro- 
geny have cost the state half a mil- 
lion dollars, in pauper and criminal 
expense.” The speaker mentioned 
the communicable disease so preva- 
lent among the feeble minded. 

“The fundamental trouble,” he 
said, “is too much mock modesty. That 
modesty is expensive. We ~ have 
been negligent, indifferent and ignor- 
ant of conditions and tonight we are 
reaping the undesirable harvest.” 

In conclusion Mr. ‘Pope spoke in fa- 
vor of abolishing the tarriff and left 
this question with his audience. “If 
we can go into South America or 
Russia and compete successfully with 
Germany, France and England, why 
can we not do it in Boston, New York 
and Wollaston?”

The Commission for Relief in Bel- 
gium has received hundreds of let- 
ters from persons who desire to adopt 
orphan children of Belgium. The 
Commission has decided, wisely we 
think, not to favor the adoption of 
the destitute little ones. Dr: Percy 
H. Wélliams of Columbia University, 
who has just returned from the 
province of Liege, where he spent 
two months distributing food among 
900,900 people for the Commission, 
Says: 

“There are practically no Belgian 
orphans in the United States at pres- 
ent, and, as a matter of fact, it is 
impossible to tell just what Belgian 
child is, or is not, an orphan. In 
addition to this, the policy of the Bel- 
gian government is to se cure the re- 
turn to their own country at some 
time. of all of its homeless children 
now in France, England and Hol- 
land.”

PUBLIC HOUSEKEEPING. 

A city is in many respects a great 
usiness corporation but in other re- 
spects it is enlarged hcusekeeping. If 
American cities have failed in the 
first, partly because officeholders have 
rarried with them the predatory in- 
stinet learned in competitive business, 
and cannot help “working a _ good 
thing” when they have an _ oppor- 
‘unity, may we not say that city 
housekeeping has failed partly be- 
‘ause women, the traditional house- 
xeepers, have not been consulted as 
o its multiform activities? The men 
of the city have been carelessly in- 
jifferent to much of its civic house- 
xeeping ,as they have always been in- 
lifferent to the details of the house- 
Nold. They have totally disregarded 
a candidate’s capacity to keep the 
streets clean, preferring to consider 
him in relation to the national tariff 
or to the necessity for increasing the 
national navy, in a pure spirit of re- 
version to the traditional type of 
government, Which has to do only 
vith enemies and outsiders. 

It is dificult to see what military 
srowess has to do with multiform du- 
ies which, in a modern city, include 
he care of parks and libraries, super- 
‘ntendence of markets, sewers and 
bridges, the inspection of provisions 
ind boilers, and the proper disposal 
‘f garbage. It has nothing to do 
with the building department, which 
he eity maintains that it may see to 
‘t that the basements are dry, that 
the bedrooms are large enough to af- 
ford the required cubic feet of air 
‘hat the plumbing is sanitary, that 
‘he gas pipes do not leak, that the 
enement house court is large enough 
‘og afford light and ventilation, that 
the «stairways are fireproof. The 
vbility to carry arms has nothing to 
lo with the health department main- 
ained by the city, which provides 
hat children are vaccinated, that 
tontagious diseases are isolated and 
rlacarded, that the spread of tuber- 
sulosis is curbed, that the water is 
free ffom typhoid infection. Certain- 
‘y the military conception of society 
‘'s remote from the functions of the 
school boards, whose coneern it is 
hat children are educated, that they 
cre supplied with kindergartens, and 
‘re given a decent place in which to 
‘lay. The very’ multifariousness 
ind complexity of a city government 
lemand the help of minds accus- 
omed to detail and variety of work 
oa _ sense of obligation for the 
1ealth and welfare of young children. 
ind to a responsibility for the clean- 
iness and comfort of other people. 

Because all these things have tra- 
litionally been in the hands of wom- 
n, if they take no part in them now 
hey are not only missing the educa- 
ion which the natural participation 
n civic life would bring to them, but 
hey are losing what they have al- 
vays had. From the beginning of 
ribal life, they have been held re- 
ipensidle for the health of the com- 
nunity, a functfon which is now 
‘epresented by the health department 
from the ‘days of the cave dwellers 
30 far as the home was clean and 
vholesome, it was due to their ef- 
‘orts, which are now represented by 
he Bureau of Tenement House In- 
speetion. From the period of the 
orimitive village, the only public 
sweeping which was performed was 
what they undertook in their divers 
jooryards, that which is now repre- 
sented by the Bureau of Street 
Cleaning. Most of the departments 
nN a modern city can be traced to 
Woman’s traditional activity; but, in 
spite of this, so soon as these old af- 
‘airs were turned over to the city 
they slipped from woman's hands. 
apparently because they then became 
matters for. collective action and im- 
rlied the wSe of the. franchise—be- 
cause the franchise had in the first 
instance been given to the man who 
2ould fight, because in the beginning 
he alone could vote who could carry 
2 weapon, it .was considered an im- 
proper thing for a woman to possdss 
it. 

Is it quite.publie spirited for wom- 
an to say, “We will take caré 
these affairs “so long as they stay in 
our OWn houses, but if they go out- 
side and concern so many people that 
they cannot be carried on without the 

mechanism of the vote, we will drop 
them; ‘it is true that these activities 
which women have always had are 
not at present being carried on very 
well by the men in most of the great 
American cities, but, because we do 
not consider it ‘lady-like’ to vote, we 
will let them alone?”—Jane Addams.

ASSOCIATION HAS 


REGULAR MEETING 


There was a lively tilt between [ 


members of the Squantum Improyve-! 
ment association at its regular ment | 
ing Tuesday night in Richards, Memor- | 
ial hall when the-question of the con-! 
dition of Dorchester street! and! Belle- 
vue road and their acceptance by the 
City of Quincy came up for discussion. 
There was some talk that a committee 
appointed to look after the Dorchester } 
street proposition -had © “double- 
crossed” the association and had 
worked the acceptance of Bellevue 
road. This inferehce was indi gnant- / 
ly denied by members of the commit- 
tee. . 

The matters resulted in the Dor- 
chester street committee being dis- 
charged and a new committee being 
appointed. This new. committee con- 
sists of James H. Sumner chairman 
‘oseph Allen and James H. Hagan. 
They will work to have immediate 
‘aprovement made of the condition of 
Dorchester street. 

President John R. Nelson presided 
and Secretary James H. Foster and 
Treasurer Charles Bostwick made 
their regular reports. 

The committee on schools reported 
progress in their effort to secure the 
payment of noon fares of school chil- 
dren to and from Squantum and the 
school in Atlantic. Their repori 
was accepted. 

The whist committee reported that 
$3.75 was made at the last whist 
party given by the association. The 
commiitee was continued in power 
and was augiorized to arrange parties 
when considered for the best inter- 
ests of the association. 

It was voted that Councilman Nel- 
son work with city officials to see if 
the Causeway and East Squantum 
Street cannot be put in better. con- 
dition. The winter tides and rains 
have washed gullies in the two roads 
which should be filled in to put the 
streets in fairs condition. 

‘Chairman William Whitley made the 
report for the Dorchester street com- 
mittee. He said that photographs 
showing the wretched condition of the 
street. had been taken but that an ef- 
fort to have them published in the 
papers had been unsuccessful. The 
| condition of the street had been called 

o the attention of Mayor Campbell 
and other city officials. An order 
for the aeceptance of Dorchester 
street had been put before the City 
Council by Councilman Nelson, he 
said. 

Local orators then opened up on the 
committee bringing out the fact that 
a petition for the acceptance of 
Bellevue road had been circulated 
and an order for the acceptance of 
this street had been introduced in the 
city council. This was looked upon 
as an attempt tto sidetrack the Dor- 
chester street acceptance plan. 

Joseph Allen said that Be had beer 
to see Boston city officials to see if 
the street should not be put in re- 
pair by that city but had been told 
emphatically that the street did not 
belong to the city of Boston and thai 


-}20t one dollar would be spent on its 


being put in repair. Boston offi- 
cials, he said, reported that $1,000 a 
year Was paid to the City of Quincy 
in’ taxes for the property at Moon Is- 
land and at Squantum head and that 
it was up to the City of Quincy to 
keep an open street to this property 
in repair. 

James H. Sumner spoke of the fire 
hazard caused by the present con- 
dition of the street. ‘He said that 
if a piece of fire apparatus attempted 
io go over this street it would most 
likely land upside down in Dorchester 
Bay. ‘He declared the street im- 
passable for fire apparatus and this 
meant that a good part of Squantum 
was greatly endangered by this ad- 
ditiona): fire hazard. 

Messrs. Allen and Sumner reported 
that they had talked with Mayor 
Campbell and Corporation Counsel 
Pinkham about the street and that 
the mayor had expressed a willing- 
jn ness to do all he could toward getting 
| the street accepted. It was stated 
{that as the street was a_ travelled 
ithoroughfare before the street act of 
1901 was passed that it could be ac- 
cepted by the city without the abutters 
paying their share of the’ cost.

CARE OF FERNS. 


Handsome Plants Are of Great Value 
2s_Decorations. 

Ferns as they come from the florists 
prepared for indoor culture should be 
placed in a strong light, though they 
grow well without sunlight. They 
should be watered sparingly, but should 
be kept moist at all times. 

Improper watering, especially keep- 
ing the plant soaked or permitting it to 

et dry, is the foundation of most fern 
difficulties. It is especiaily dificult not 
to overwater when the fern is in a 
jardiniere, where drainage is necessa- 
rily poor.

Red spider is a minute sucking in- 
sect that thrives in a dry atmosphere, 
It can be kept in check by spraying 
the top with clear water. In living 
rooms this is,frequently impracticable. 
The next best thing is repeated baths. 
The aphis, or green fly, is also eradi- 
cated by washing. 

Ferns should be fed once in two to 
four weeks in the place of ordinary 
watering with dilute nitrate of soda (a 
heaping teaspoenful to a quart of wa- 
ter), ammonia water (a teaspoonful of 
ammonia to a quarf) or manure leach- 
ings. Prepared plant food or a little 
sprinkling of ground bone and wood 
ashes also gives satisfaction.

| Where. possible it is very, myeh bet- 
ter to have the hair brushed, by: a sec- 
ond person, more especially where it 
is long and heavy. A woman can hard-' 
ly carry her arm from the sealp’ to 
the full length of the haiv, and it snarls 
and tangles until more is pulled out 
than is right. 

There is also a great difference in 
the sort of brush used. One with bris- 
tles that are too stiff will scratch the 
scalp, often make it very sere and so 
cause loosening of the hair; one with 
bristles that are teo soft will not ‘be 
of much use in reaching the skin and 
stimulating the growth of new hair. 
A brush that is not perfectly clean will 
cause dandruff, an oily condition and 
effectually prevent a Healfhy’ Zrowth.

The washing of hairy brushes is‘very 
simple, yet a certain course must be 
followed: Tepid water with a good 
soap, the bristles well rubbed with an- 
other brush, a comb passed through 
and through so the bottom of the rows 
may be touched; two lathers,-rinsing in 
| warm water, then in cold, and’'a rub- 
; bing lightly with a towel that does not 
, leave lint. These are simple rules. 

The drying should he done by laying 
the brushes bristles down in a dry. 
warm place, but not an-a radiator er in 
'a hot sun, The heat of. either will 
H loosen the bristles. Where very dusty. 
| as after the hair has been filled with 
| dust from a trip or high winds, a tea- 
' spoonful of ammonia may be added to 
, the soapy water. This effectually cuts 
out the greasy dust. 

Reason will show that by laying the 
brushes down on the bristles the wa- 
| ter will run out, whereas if placed on 
the back it will soak into ‘the wood 
and in time joosen every bristle.

The lower branch of\the state leg 
islature decisively defeated the bil 
to abolish the death penalty. A} 
though the list of petitioners askin: 
the abolition of the extreme penalty 
Was the longest and most impressive 
ever presented to the state legisla- 
ture on that subject it was defeated b; 
the overwhelming yote of 90 to. 23. 

The pros and cons of capital pun 
ishment have been the subject of de 
bate, in school atid out, for man: 
years. The advocates of abolitio: 
have often been overmuclinclined ti 
emphasize the humanitarian side. Of 
ten it seems to us, they have failed t 
reach the root of the question. 

The reason for punishment, whethe 
that punishment be capital or a fine 
in police court, is primarily for the 
protection of society. The welfar¢ 
of the individual offender is of sec 
ondary importance. Some _ offence: 
are so grave that police court fines 
are not sufficient protection to-societs 
The offender must be placed so that 
he can not injure society. A mur 
derer must not walk at large. Further: 
ithe punishment must be gf sufficien‘ 
severity to serve as a deterrent to 
crime. 

Is the death penalty the form o/ 
punishment which will best protec 
ihe community from murder anc 
murderers? 

Capital punishment is unquestion 
ably severe and it should 
serve to warn and restrain othe: 
_criminally inclined. individuals fron 
committing the greatest crime azains: 
society But there is one factor 
Which is usually overlooked: the dif- 
ficulty of securing the conviction of a 
person when his punishment will] be 
Geath. 

Capital punishment might serve the 
purpose of protecting the community 
_ dif it could be made effective. ox per- 
ience has proved pretty conclusively 
that it ean not be made effective. In 
Massachusetts as numerous instances 
have showed it is nearly impossible 
to induce a jury of men to send a 
murderess to the electric chair. Those 
who studied the circumstances of the 
Katon case knew from the beginning 
that the chance of convicting Mrs.

From Zapatistas’ Bullets 
IS KILLED IN MEXICO CITY 


Post Commander Promises Punish- 
ment and Reparation In Accordance 
With Demand From Washington— 
‘incident Net. Considered Due | to 
Antipathy Toward Foreigners 


Washington, March 13.—Encourag- 
ing advices telling of the relief of the 
food famine in Mexico City through 


the evacuation of the capital by the 
forces of General Obregon, the Car- 
ranza commander, were beclouded by 
the news that on the entry of the Za- 
pata troops John B. McManus, an 
American citizen, was shot down In 
his home, the door of which had been 
sealed with the coat of arms of the 
United States, and over which flew 
tke Stars and Stripes. 

instant demand was made by the 
razilian minister, on behalf of the 
United States government, for the 
crime. After a conference between 
President Wiison and his cabinet, 
Secretary Bryan telegraphed the Bra- 
zilian minister approving of the ac- 
tion he had taken and adding a de- 
mand for reparation to the tamily of 
the yictim., 

The minister was instructed to in- 
sist on the early punishment of the 
offenders and to impress upon the post 
commander at Mexico City, General 
Salazzar, the seriousness with which 
the American government viewed the 
occurrence. 

The general promised that the de- 
mands‘of the United States would be 
prompt!y met. 

The killing of McManus at first 
alarmed the foreigners, but when it 
became apparent that the attack on 
McManus was an isolated case and 
that assurance had been given for 
the protecticn of foreigners generally 
the tension was relieved. 

The Brazilian minister reported at 
length in several dispatches on the 
murder. The motive for the crime, 
he explained, was undoubtedly re- 
venge for the killing of two Zapata 
soldiers by McManus when their 
forces last left Mexico City. 

The minister said that when the 
Zapatistas withdrew several weeks 
ago, after the departure of Genera! 
Gutierrez, some of them attempted to 
loot the home of McManus.~° The lat- 


ter stood on his doorstep and, though 


it was never definitely established who 
tired the first shot, when the attack- 
ers fied because of the arrival of Car- 
ranza forces, two were left behind 
dead. /

Montvid and Peter Krakas are pris- 
oners here, charged with the murder 
of. a policeman. New Britain detect- 
ives believe the priscners took part 
in the murder of Druggist Merrill at 
Brookline, Mass., last December. 

Krakas and Montvid were arrested 
after a sensational pistol battle, in 
which Francis X. Tierney, a police- 
man, was killed and three other po- 
licemen and two citizens were in- 
jured. When an attempt was made to 
arrest them as suspicious characters, 
Krakas opened fire on the police.

GERMAN CRUISER 
TO BE INTERNED 


Days of Life as Raider Are 
Drawing to a Close 


UNSAFE T0 VENTURE TO SEA) 


Fate Will Be Settled by British Ships | 
Once the Prinz Eitel Friedrich Gets | 
Outside Chesapeake Bay—Germany 
Considers Sinking of the Frye Un- 
warranted, Says’ Berlin Report 


Washington, March 13.—Contiden- 
tial reports to officials here on the 
condition of the German auxiliary 


cruiser Prinz EHitel Friedrich, in dry- 
dock at Newport News, Va., seem to! 
make it certain the German raider | 
will be forced to intern there. 

Nobody believes, however, that the 
decision to intern will be announced 
speedily. Instead it is surmised that 
repairs will be made, coal and pro- 
visions taken on, and perhaps a start 
made for the open sea before hope of 
escape is abandoned. 

There is no question that by this 
time more than one British warship 1s 
hurrying to the vicinity of the en- 
trance to Chesapeake bay to make 
certain that this particular German 
cruiser will never again be a menace 
to British or American shipping. ‘The 
Prinz Kitel Friedrich’s days of life 
as a raider are drawing to a close 
whether she goes forth to certain 
death at the hands of the British or 
whether she decides that discretion is 
the better part of valor and interns. 

The case is regarded as in many 
respects .parallel with that of the Ger- 
man gunboat Geier, which took refuge 
in Honoiulu harbor early in the war 
and pursued just such a policy of de- 
lay as is predicted at Newport News. 
partly, probably, in the forlorn hop 
that an escape may finally be effect- 
ed, and partly, also, it may be, with 
a view to keeping the enemy on the 
alert and worried as long as possible. 

Assistant Secretary Peters of the 
treasury department told ~ President 
Wilson he expected the German com- 
mander would not venture to sea 
again. He said reports from New- 
port News show the Prinz Eitel Fried- 
rich is in very bad condition and ut- 
terly unfit to put to sea. 

After his conference with.the presi 
dent, Peters talked over the tele- 
phone with Captain Kiehne of the 
American ship William P. Frye, sunk 
by the Prinz Eitel Friedrich, and di- 
rected him to get sworn statements 
from as many of the crew of the Frye 
as possible. The president directed 
Peters to make.a thorough investiga- 
tion of all the facts in the case. 

Captain Kiehne is expected in 
Washington today, and, upon his ar- 
rival, will be interviewed by Peters 
and Counsellor Lansing of the state 
department and a sworn statement 
taken of all the incidents connected 
with the sinking of the Frye. 

Preliminary reports placed in 
President Wilson’s hands covering the 
sinking of the Frye declare the act 
entirely without justification. It is 
already considered certain that the 
complete report will make the same 
claim. Until he has the latter in 
his hands. the. president will take no 
action. 


WILL MAKE AMENDS 


Germany Inclined to Place Blame 
Upon Commander of Cruiser 

The German government regards 
the sinking cf the William P. Frye by 
the Prinz Kitel Friedrich as entirely 
unwarrantable, according to dispatch- 
es from Werlin. 

The news has created the most 
painful impression in official circles 
at Berlin. <A strong protest ig ex- 
pected from Washington and it will 
be met in a most conciliatory spirit. 
Germany will assure the Washington 
government that Captain Thierichens 
acted solely upon his own responsi- 
bility, the Berlin dispatches assert. 

Officials united in ascribing the act 
to “the unfortunate zeal of an excit- 
able captain.” 

Berlin was astounded when the re- 
port first arrived from America. It 
was assumed that Thierichens was 
raiding only enemy merchantmen. 

‘The Berlin press has not yet been 
permitted to mention the incident. 
‘The government is reported to be 
preparing a statement which will 
throw responsibility upon the cruis- 
er’s captain. 


TO ENFORCE NEUTRALITY 


Cruiser Brooklyn Patrols Entrance to 
Boston Harbor 

The cruiser Brooklyn left the navy 
yard at Boston this morning for 
lower Boston harbor, to enforce the 
heutrality of that port. 

Commandant Rush at the yard re- 
ceived the orders from Washington to 
assign the Brooklyn to patrol the en- 
trance to the harbor to watch the 
movements of vessels owned by the 
warring nations in order to prevent 
them violating the regulations laid 
fown for such vessels by the navy de- 
partment. 

The Brooklyn is in command of 
Commander Christy and carried 2000 
rounds of five-inch ammunition and 
1600 rounds of eight-inch ammunition 
when she steamed cut of the yard.

Thousand Feet Into Bay 

San Francisco, March 15.—Lincoln 
Beachey, the aviator, was killed while 
making an exhibition flight at the 
Panama-Pacilic exposition. 

At an altitude ‘of about 7000 feet 
Keachey began a sharp descent. The 
wings of his aeroplane collapsed and 
the machine plunged into San Fran- 
cisco bay. The body was recfvered in 
forty feet of water. 

The tatal fall was attributed to the 
fact that Beachey entrusted his life 
tor the first time in several years to a 
monoplane.

Aimost endlegs litigation seems to 
be in sight as the result of the ver- 
dict. The words of acquittal had 
searcely died on Foreman Hailey’s 
lips when Deputy Attorney General 
Cook was on his feet with a motion 
to have Thaw recommitted to Mat- 
teawan. 

This was stoutly opposed by John 
8. Stanehfield, chief of Thaw’s coun- 
sel, On the ground that the court al- 
ready had under advisement a motion 
to return Thaw to New Hempshire,

This. motion was renewed and Su- 
preme Court Justice Page set this af- 
ternoon for argument thereon. 

in the meantime Thaw, occupies his 
old cell in the ‘Fembs prison, the cell 
im which he was locked during the 
months that elapsed from the night 
he shot and killed Stanford White, 
Rearly nine years ago, till bis re- 
moval to Matteawan. 

Thaw’s four aides im in his whirl- 
Wind automobtie fiight through four 
States from Matteawan to Canada 
Were acquitted by the same verdict 
which acquitted Thaw and Were dis- 
charged. Deputy Attorney General 
Kennedy, while satisfied with the ver- 
diet in so far as it related to Thaw, 
said he had expected a conviction of 
Thaw’s accomplices. 

An appeal! from Justiee Page’s de- 
cigion on the motion to return Thaw 
to Matteawan was regarded almost as 
a certainty, regardless of what the 
decision might be. ‘The case, there- 
fore, seems likely to remain in the 
courts for months before final deci- 
sion. 

To a warden who brought him a 
number of congratulatory telegrams 
Thaw expressed his gratification at 
the verdict, but was non-committal 

when it was suggested that he might 
soon be declared sane and receive his 
liberty. 

“I’m not so sure of the outcome as 
that,” said Thaw, “but I am going to 
make a fight for it.” 

The verdict was returned after the 
jury had been out about nineteen 
hours. 
| Thaw’'s lawyers outlined their post- 
tion on their motion. - They contend 
the only purpose for which the United 
States supreme court ordefed Thaw 
returned from New Hampshire was for 
trial on thé conspiracy indictment. 

Being acquitted, they contend New 
York cannot hold him for the purpose 
of being returned to Matteawan,. and, 
;if such an adverse ruling should be 
imade. they declare the United States 
supreme court will free Thaw ‘on 
habeas corpus. Papers are already 
{prepared if Page rules Thaw. shall 
| not return to New Hampshire. 

The state's attorneys admitted that 
the evident theory of the jury upon 
Which Thaw and his aides were ac- 
quitted was that no technical criminal

Volcanoes and Disease. 

Many strange and exaggerated ac 
counts have been given of terrible dis- 
eases in human beings, lower animals 
and plants as a result of volcanic ac 
tivity.

Johnston-Lavis it is shown that there 
is no direct connection with disease 
but that voleanic outbursts may indi- 
rectly cause or increase epidemic dis 
ease in several ways. The potsonous 
fumes may have irritating and de 
pressing effects on the eyes and throat. 
The disturbance of water courses may 
bring about the infection of wells and 
surface supplies with sewage, and in- 
terference with ventilation of houses 
may result from the accumulation of 
ejected materials. The moral depres: 
sion from fear, with hpnger from the 
cutting off of food supplies, may have 
the effect by lessening the Yresistance 
of the organization to infection.—Ex- 
change.

“As for the amount for July 4th if 
ever 31,000 was well expended it is 
here. I had rather do away with the 
police on July Fourth than not have a 
celebration.

| Rich Prize Probably Lay In Mexico | 


City Cathedral Until It Slipped 
Through Carranza’s Fingers When 
Clergyman Fled—Believed to Be 


Relic ef Sixteenth Century

| The gems, set in gold on white anda 
‘purple robes and meunted on two 
‘golden crowns, were brought into 
New York by a Catholic priest, clad 
in shabby clothes, who fied from Mex- 
ico City a month ago, made his way 
;to Vera Cruz and Sailed aboard the 
steamer Montevideo. 

The Montevideo reached New 
with this priest and six other fugitive | 
priests who had been banished from 
Mexico by General Obregon, Carran- 
za’s lieutenant at Mexico City. 

From the depths of a battered suit 
case, the gems and robes were 
tumbled out upon the deck for in- 
spection by the customs authorities. 
They so dazzled the inspectors that 
they were hastily put back into the 
suit case. Under guard they were 
;taken to a safe deposit vault, where 
| they were locked up and_ speciai 
, Watchmen detailed to guard them. 
| Rough estimates placed their valued 
at from $300,000 to $500,000. 

The rich prize, it is said, Jay in| 
the cathedral! of Mexico City—pre-! 
sumably for centuries—till it slipped 
through Carranza’s fingers in the flight 
from Mexico of the priest who brought 
it to America. 
priest was temporarily withheld by 
the customs authorities. 

It was learned, independent of the 
customs officials, however, that the 
| priest said he hastily packed the jew- 
els and robes in his suit case when 
Ubregon called for a church tax ot 
$500,000 and locked up many Catho- 
lic priests in Mexico City till the tax 
should have been raised. 

An archbishop’s robe of purple is 
the chief article of value. The robe is 
of suk and apparently of great an- 
tiquity. Wrought in diamonds and 
emeralds, rubies and pearls on the} 
front of the robe so that it covers the 
wearer's breast, is the ancient Span- 
ish coat of arms, consisting of double 
eagles, back to back, wings raised, 
necks back, beaks open. 
, design is done in gold in which the 
gems are mounted, and the robe is 
very heavy. 

From the double eagle design, the | 
customs officials believe, there is /| 
truth in the’story told by the priest 
that the robes were sent to Mexico in 
the sixteenth century. It was in that | 
period that Spain was at the height 
of her power and her ruler, Don 
‘Charles I., was known as Charles V. 
of the Hoty Roman Empire. 

Next in value to the archbishop’s 
robe are two go!d crowns, mounted ; 
with diamonds, emeralds and sap- 
phires. Some of these gems, it is 
said, are as large as hazelnuts. 
There are spaces left on the tops oi 
these crowns for other jewels, and the j 
uncut gems to fill the vacant spaces | 
dangle, secured by silken cords from 
| the crowns. 

Several smaller clerical robes, in 
‘purple and white silk, some of them 
spangled with gems, others plain, 
complete the lot. What their value 
is has not been determined. ‘The 
priest, who carried them from Mex- 
ico to New York in his worn suit case, 
declared them, it is said, at $600,000. 
| Experts in gem values are trying now 
'to appraise them for the customs au- 
| thorities. 

Under the law providing for the ad- 
|mission of antiquities free of duty, 
it is possible, it was said at the cus- 
tom house, that the robes and gems / 
would be admitted to this country 
without charge. 

Meantime, the obscure priest who} 
| brought the gems and robes into the 
{eountry, is waiting, without divulg- } 
| ing his identity, for the appraisal.

, CONQUEST OF THE AIR. 

The tragic fate of Lincoln Beachey 
brings to mind the extraordinary ¢<- 
velopment of man’s attempt 
quer the air within the last few years. 
Baloons there have been, of course, 
for many years, but even the most up- 
to-date dirigible has not been much 
more than a creature of the wind. The 
airship, man’s latest invention to ea- 
able him to rival the birds, is not tra- 
ly termed a fiying machine. An 2erc- 
plane does not fly. It is dependent 
upon motion for stability, rapid motion 
at that. 

The aeroplane naturally followed 
the automobile beceuse the automobile 
‘gave to the aeroplane the light but 
powerful engine which was able to 
propel the frail framework of wood 
and wires at such a speed that the 
laws of gravity were defied. Without 
speed the aeroplane cannot continue to 
defy the laws of gravity but must fall, 
or at best glide, to the ground. Per- 
haps the next step will be an airship 
which in its method of locomotion 
shall more closely resemble the birds. 
No aeroplane yet devised, even though 
driven by a Beachey can approach tie 
feeblest and smallest bird in a true 
claim. to actual conquest of the air.

If he cannot have the last 
word in the disposition of the. ap- 
propriations he might as well aban- 
don the thought that he is manager 
He should be absolutely non-par- 
tisan, entirely impartial and pay ne 
attention to attempts to put men on 
to his working foree for any other 
reason than their ability to perform 
the labor for which they are em 
ployed. He should be a man strong 
enough to keep out of the local poli 
tics of his town, leaving that to those 
who like to enjoy life with as little 
labor as possible. With no though‘ 
of a reelection, but accepting gooc 
work as his standard, let him attenc 
strictly to business. It must be cleai 
to these who think about it that the 
manager of a town's business shoul 
not be a ‘citizen of the town. he is 
chosen to manage. If he is, it wil 
not bé,'ver¥ long before he has tc 
face trouble. If the manager is fittec 
for the position and is wisely chosen 
success awaits him. May such be the 
experience of Norwood.—Lynn Item:

‘THE FIRE ALARM SYSTEM. 

The recent talk of rebuilding or in- 
— a new, up-to-date fire alarm 
systen! in the city, causes one to in- 
quire somewhat about the present sys- 
tem, how long it has been installed, 
etc. From the records obtained at the 
offiee of the Gamewell Fire Alarm 
Telegraph Co., it has been learned 
that it was in May 1882 that this con- 
pany installed, in the then town-of 
Quincy ten pony fire alarm boxes, one 
tower bell striker and three or four 
gongs. 

In 1884 the same company installed 
a two-circuit gravity battery outfit and 
fifteen pony boxes. it was not until 
1893 this same company installed the 
present six-circuit repeater, circuit 
storage battery, switchboard and eight 
additional boxes. 

The location of the first boxes as 
given in a Quincy directery published 
by #Green & Prescott in 1882 was as 
follows:

Since that time additional boxes 
have been added from time to, tine 
until at the present time there are 105 
boxes located in different parts of 
the city. 

While some years ago, a few boxes, 
other than those made by the Game- 
well Co., were tried they were found 
not'to work well and have been 7v- 
moved from time to time and replaced 
by the Gamewell boxes. 

In all the years the circuit repeat- 
er has been in service it has never 
failed, and it is worthy of note that 
very seldom has there been any 
trouble with the fire alarm boxes of. 
this company.

We have a suspicion 
that Germany, Austria, England, 
France and Russia are all more or 
less to blame, but we should not ven- 
ture, even if we knew, to give oyr 
opinion as to how the blame shotld 
be distributed. The only way to pre- 
serve a true neutrality in the pres- 
ent:case as’ We.understand it is to 
learn all we can about the causes 
and progress of the war, discount 
about 7) per cent of it, and then re- 
serve our decision. No war can be 
viewed clearly until it has became 
history.

Renaissance, lp Art Predicted H 
After War In Europe Is Over. 


ISADORA DUNCAN. 


Art of the centuries destroyed by the 
ravages of war, culture, stunned by 
Martian blews—where’will the world of 
the future turn to seek inspiration and 
direction in the great arts, when Eu 
rope’s titanic struggle shall have fin 
ished? 

Isadora Duncan, famous classic 
i dancer, believes a renidissance of art, 
greater than the awakening after the 
dark ages, will follow in the path of 
war, rising phoenix-like from the ash- 
es of the contiict of nations. Only as 
the present generation may aid in en 
couraging and showing the way to the 
next will the men and women of today 
participate in the, revival, Miss Dun- 
can believes. It will be the children 
of today and the children’s children 
on whom will rest the toil of rebuild- 
ing, the joy of recreating. Miss Dun- 
can, striking in unexpected fields, has 
come forward with an original sug- 
gestion, one which she firmly believes 


’ will be developed by herseif, with the 


aid of others, into a possibility and 
eventually into a worldwide movement 
for peace and the arts. 

When the European war broke out. 
leaving her school of dancing, near 
Paris, Miss “Duncan volunteered as a 
uurse in French hospitals, having first 
dispatched to this; country under com- 
petent chaperonage more than a score 
of children who were her pupils. A 
few months ago she followed them to 
this country. 

Just “where shé wit!’ cotitinve ber 
work with these little folk, to whom 
she is teaching the art of dancing 
which she discovered, is a matter she 
has not definitely decided. Their fu- 
ture is somewhut dependent upon the 
success of Miss Duncan's revolutionary 
project of colonization, which she be- 
lieves will be an actuality, 

On one of the verdant Greek islands 
in the Mediterranean Miss Duncan is 
intent upon establishing her colony. 
Here she would assemble 1,000 children 


from England, France, Russia, Ger- 
wany, Belgium and America. She 
would be in°absolute control, and un- 


der her personal direction would. be 
taught the art of expressive dancing, 
while famous masters would go the: 


| to teach other arts. 


From such a recruiting station it is 
the dancer's idea there will be sen’ 
forth into the world competent leaders 
| of thought. Should there be discov- 
ered from all this colony one or, per 
haps, two or three children touched by 
the magic wand of genius, then, Miss 
Duncan believes, the venture would 
have more than justified itself in the 
opinion of future centuries, Anothe1 
Michelangelo, another Leonardo da 
Vinci, another Wagner or Beethoven 
or, perchance, a Shakespeare or a 
Goethe may-rise from such a commu- 
nity.

New York, March 22.—The de-/' 
struction of the American ‘steamship | 
Carib, which struck a mine off the | 
German coast while en route to) 
Bremen, was described by officers ot 
the vessel who arrived here as pas- 
sengers on the steamship Nieuw Am- 
sterdam from Rotterdam. 

The mine was hit, the officers sald, 
when the Carib was within a two- 
hour run of the safe waters of the 
Weser river and within fifty miles ot 
Nordeney. A Holland North sea pilot, | 
taken on board off the Hook of Hol- 
land, was on the bridge at the time, | 
and the’ explosion caused one of the | 
Carib’S boilers to Blow up almost} 
simultaneously. | 

Three members of the crew of the} 
Carib, on duty in the engine and tire 
rooms, were killed, and several oth- 
ers had narrow escapes. 

The contact with the mine came 
about amidships on the starboard; 
side, and officers declared that a hole 
was blown in the Carib’s side and bot- | 
tom, extending from the keel to the) 
rail, of such size that a _ lifeboat) 
laden with men could easily have en- | 
tered. 

The twenty-eight survivors took to}

MISS TARBELL ON SUFFRAGE. 

Ida M. Tarbell, the noted writer on 
economic and financial subjects, says: 

“My two real objections, to “Votes 
for Women” are as follows: 

“First. That I fear suffrage 
take the attention of women from 
what I believe to be their real civic 
duties, by interesting them in the pgl- 
itical game when they should be con- 
centrating their attention on specific 
civic work. 

“Second. I believe that universal 
male suffrage is stili so far from be- 
ing what it should be, that it is un- 
wise to double its evils just at pres- 
ent, as we certainly should by extend- 
ing the vote to all women.

Editor of The Ledger: 
Will you kindly permit me as an! 


Francis Adams. 

I met him for the first time nearly 
fifty years ago, just after we lad 
left the army, from which 
brought home a brilliant reputation 
deservedly won.

Charles Francis Adams And The 


‘Sehool Children. 


Editor of the Ledger: 


Much may de written, for much can 
be written, of the conspicuous pub- 
lic services of Charles Francis Adatts | 
in timely address, scholarly publica-~ 


tion and patriotic deed. In this re- 
spect he is in iine with his eminent 
forbears. But it may easily happen 
that passages in his life not so open 
to the public gaze might slip away as 
mere alms for oblivion. There, for 
instance, is his generous devotion, 
with his brother, John Quincy Adams 
to the fine uplift mm common schoo} 
education which became known as 
e “Quincy System.”

Two or more mornings 
of every week this man of affairs, 
this President of the Union Pacific, 
visited school rooms of the town to 
observe, to question, to direct and 
then hurried to catch a train for Bos- 
ton where a day’s work awaited him. 

At first when he entered a school 
room filled with pupils he was mani- 
festly embarrassed. Mrs. Follett 
(afterwards Mrs. George Morton) a 
teacher in the Coddington school, 
said that he tried to hide his embar- 
rassment by proceeding briskly to the 
duty of ‘the hour.’ This abrupt, this 
matter-of-fact entrance upon an un- 
familiar scene was disturbing to the 
teacher and somewhat awed the pup- 
ils. No time was spared to greet 
teacher or children. Such omission 
was not polite. The “New Educa- 
tion,” thought Mrs. Follett, should in- 
clude manners. So a morning or two 
afterward Mrs. Follett, fortified by 
the courage of her convictions, said 
to Mr. Adams, “We do not think, Mr.

Then they complain against the local 
officers if the place is not kept in a 
neat condition, 

Most people also feel some pride 

hout keeping up home places. They 
will take pains not to run over grass 
bankings, and will serupulously fol- 
low paths. But when they go Saws 
fown they will cut corners. gradually 
wearing down plots of grass, and 
give the town an unfinished and run 
down air. No matter how much mon- | 
en a town spends to keep its public! 
ways in good shape, it will never have 
a neat and tidy appearance unless its 
citizens co-operate. 

People should feel a positive sense 
of shame in throwing broadcast any- 
thing that would make their streets 
look unattractive. 

In some places boys and girls are 
trained to pick up waste paper that is 
flying about the streets. With a lot 
of youngsters active in that way not 
merely to remove evidences of other 
people’s disorder. but not to make 
any of -their own, it is astonishing 
how a town’s appearance can be trans- 
formed. 

Allowing public streets to remain 
in a disorderly condition must hurt 
the reputation of a town. In these 
days of automobiles a town receives 
visitors constantly from far and near. 
Residents of other cities come in a 
critical spirit. They are quick to, 
see evidences of public disorder.. and 
they bear away the news that this or 
that town is dirty. 

Spring is the time for cleaning up 
Let us all resolve to keep the stree's 
neat this season.— Rutland News.
